A MARINE RAILWAY. 

There was a field night on Thursday on 
the subject of the alteration of, th^ tertns 
of subsidy to the Oh%aeoto' Marin&Trans- 
port railway. This marine transport rail- 
way is projected to carry vessels from the 
Straits of Northumberland to the Bay of 
Fundy. or to be a little more o.^pliqit to 
you westerners who may not bo well 
posted on the geography down oust, over 
the nook of land ^ which just prevents 
Nova Scotia from being an Island. By 
an act passed in 1882 parliament ia com- 
mitted ^o an annual expenditure of 
8170,000, for twenty years, towards tho 
construction of tho rjad. iSevoral mom> 
bera on the government side, aa .jWeli asi 
the opposition, condemned the prolonga- 
tion of the subsidy; but the government 
having once been committed to the 
scheme, felt they could not very w<iU 
back out. The one consolation in con- 
nection with the concern is that it ia very 
unlikely the necessary capital will be 
raiftsd to^build^the road, tht.soheme being 
ob'riaidered alnaoal- Utopian^ a'rid''>few peo- 
ple have faith in its practicability. 

IM.MiaRATION INTO CANADA. 

From the report of tun minister of ag- 
rioulture iti tt^'j^earj tba£ut1id< hiimber^of 
immigrants who settled in Canada last 
year was 79,109 as against 103,823 in the 
preceding year, and 133,024 in 1883. Two 
causes for this decline are advanced — one, 
the, general decline in' emigration; ffjcpm 
Gir'eat-Bri't'ain and Europe, and' the' other 
the outbreak in the Northwest, which 
doubtless induced many British agricul- 
turalists to change their destination. Only 
17,000 came in by the St. Lawrence route, 
the war of rates in tho atatea enabling 
immigrants to come in cheaper via New 
Xo?k than cbyi Qiipbeo.'; JL»fj the i7,O0Qi 
nearly two-thirds were Engliah, 2107 
inahj 2009 Scotch, and 1489 Scandina- 
vians. The number of mechanics who 
landed at Quebec was 886, against 1011 
in the preceding year. The <value of. the 
cash and effects brou;<ht in by tho immi- 
grants was $4,143,81'^), an amount which 
has been exceeded only bucejn tho past. 
The expenditure upon the service was 
§310,271, so that the per capita cost of tho 
settlers who came in would be §3 92. The 
reports of the agents in the-United King- 
dom are- very encouraging and there is 
every prospect of a auooeaaful season. 

ASSISTED . lUMIORATION. 

The question of government assistance 
to immigrants haa' for 'the past two or 
three years been a-conaiderable bone of 
contention /in >old Canada. The labor 
unions have taken the matter up and 
have protested strongly against aid beiiix 
given to mechanics to come out here and 
compete in ^the already overstocked labor 
market. The'whole'Bubject was threshed 
out in the commons on Monday and thu 
government made it abundantly clear 
that tho only aaaii tonce which they are 
giving at the presuut time is to agricul- 
tural laborers and domestic servants. 
That these classes are, in great dumand

■ liU^SIA AND POLAND. 

Under the title of "RuBsie-Pologue," 
Count Jean Znmoyski, the ropreaontativo 
of on'o of the leading Polisli families, will 
publish a pamphlet next week advocating 
tlie establisliaieiU uf a duaK^cndhairahy, 
oompriaing Russiti pfoper aiicl' an'autoho- 
n;oua Rusaian-Polaiid after the pattern 
of Auatrio Hungary, and under the scep- 
tre of the caar. The programme set forth 
by Count ZHinoyBki ia this: The czar to 
be onj--':jed king of Kuaaian-Poland at 
Waraanr, the inauguration of a Polish 
dieti^.tK'^i^^pr tq: be repreaeoted at 
Warsaw- uy a viceroy, the Polish ministry 
to bo appointed by the sovereign and to 
bo presided over by the viceroy, the diet 
to be elected by direct auflrago — freedom 
of consoionco, of education, and of the 
proas to bo guaranteed. The author 
points out that Prince Bismarck's recent 
anti Poltah speech proves once more how 
powerless is despotism to annihilate a nar 
tioti .vhich derives the stiinulua of its ex- 
istence fronj martyrdom and adversity. 
He compares thn failure of Gormuny to 
conciliate the l'plej;to BaUafaptpry rb- 
■ulta obtairtOd in Adsirian-Poland. With 
regard to Russia, he inquires how it ia 
that the czar Ins not been tempted to do 
for Poland what he ia so anxious to 
achieve for the southern Slavs. The 
Russian army crossed the Bitlkana to se- 
cure independeuce for the Bulgariana, but 
left behindit other Slav popujatlooa for 
whom itleeraed' toihink'freedonTwaa lens 
deairablij. But it is against the arbitrary 
proceedings of Prince Bismarck that Count 
Zamoytiki principally raise.i lii.s voice. The 
priuoo, he anys, will find it impo.saible to 
Geimanize a people that is determined to 
remain faithful to the traditions of a glori- 
ous past. That is what uion carried away 
by constant success Uke the iron obaucellor 
oauDot uader.Htaad. ,^ But that ia precisely 
the hqaorJaQd ,,b'q4^blation of the humau 
consoi^uce." His' violoat language against 
the Poles simply betraj's his vexation at 
discovetiug a will. as strong as his own 
among a people ho imagined had ceased to 
exist. Count l^nmoyski assures bis readers 
that the proKeutcnaris nell dii;i/osed toward 
the Poles. Thenuthorof "Russie-Pologne" 
urges Eussia to benefit by the experience of 
Germany. How is it, he asks, that Ger- 
man unity, the dream of great poets and 
thinkers, foretold by Goetfife.^eajiji'g'^and 
Schiller, has- loft indidWebitXthpse^Vhoto \il 
should have tilled with generous enthusi- 
asm? It is because it bos iiot correspond- 
ed to any of the aspirations of our times. 
The world is terrified to find that it is retro- 
grading instead of progressing toward.', the 
promised bright future. The Italy of 
Cavour and Victor Emmanuel was founded 
on liberty. Germany, too, claims the right 
to live a human life, and is weury of the 
artificial existcuoo imposed upon her by a 
xule of iron. This necessary incomplete 
summary, of ^Couut Zamoyski's, jntoresting 
pBmpKIervpl,,,dpnlitIe^^ suMce to give au 
idea of its general tenor.' ' ' Whether the 
revised seheme of a Ilusso-Folish monarchy 
be due exolnsively to Count Zamoyski or 
not, is snre to rally many partizans, aad 
involves a warning which Pri.._e lUsmarok 
cannot afford to disregard. 

THE BUlST PLAUGE. 

"Plague take the dustl" a young lady 
was ha^rd ^Ho'' 'exclaim' ' as' she tripped 
across ' Government street yesterday. 
"Plague take the dust!" exclaim the 
Government street merchants whoBB 
stocks are damaged by the inva.^iori. It 
may be true that everyone is bound to 
swallow a peck of duat in a lifetime, but 
unless tho sprinklers can b.e put on, A'ic- 
toriuns stand in danger .of swallowing 
several bushels.

payers. At that time the sprinkling 
carts were in full operation .and_ store- 
keepers did not feol the need of a better 
supply of water.' The injunction issued 
by Mr. Justice Gray.(Kfollawed:<th.e:defeat 
of tho bylaw, and . now the 'city is in a 
nice mess. It is too late to appeal from 
the judgment— ovon if there was the 
slightest hope , of , Buccesa— and if the 
inay9r.,an4 . <'!''y j w^'Pa*? attempt to 
■prinkialHb streeW they would' lay thorn- 
■elvea liable to a very heavy penalty. The 
only remedy that wo can aoo for tho nui- 
sance ia for the cooiicil to lay a new 
water bylaw before I'-ie ratepayers. It 
would, no doubt, moot with their approv- 
al,' and the council might then proceed to 
erect a,h>gI|..levQl reservoiii^tXtfrDm . which a 
oouafant and abundant flotv of water 
would 1)0 always available.

The steatn sealing sohoonur Thornton 
returned to port yesterday aftRrnoon 
through stress of weather.

Although this shuw.s that their 
preaenco of wind is nut remarkable, 
they ' nevettheleM displayed a will- 
ingneiii ' to assist when re'queated. 
upon being told that all was well, Capt. 
Riley, who speaks of hia aohooner quite 
highly, says that he has "dug around" 
in a good many different waters, but the 
breene was one of the strongest he ever 
«zp«rienaed. The steamer Q.W. Elder 
was sighted at about 11 'o'olook on the 
morning of Monday, south of the Oape, 
laboring heavily.

Itti Resources, Its CttpabilUios' 
' ' nud lis Prospects. ' ' 

Froiu a correspondence whit-h recently 
passed between llev. JameaB. McCullagh, 
one of the Churob Mission society's agents, 
who is atationBd at; J|ia..,lipad,,pf , canoe 
navigation on the ITass" river," and a gen- 
tleman who was desiroi'.s of locating in 
that locality, and which was sent to J, 
Jeaaop. Esq., immigration agent, we glean 
the following informati'.'n in reference to 
that vast undoveluped section of the main- 
lui-.d. Mr. McOullagh's belief in the groat 
fertility ot that country, and its future 
proaperiiy, ia corroborated by the gen- 
tleman in question, who now residcn at 
the Niiaa rivar fishery, and apoaka in the 
moat glowing terms of hia now home. Mr, 
McOullagh aaya tbiit it is the natural en- 
trance flora the north to that vast extent 
of oouDtry known as the Omineca aud 
Oaribcii oountCi^Sv ,]So better land could 
be desired for agricultural purposes, and 
also, with certain limitationa, for etook- 
raising. It is well- watered, and in hun- 
dreds of places would need little or no la- 
bor it; clearing large tracts for cultivation. 
The moat important feature, however, to 
his mind, ia the facility aiTorded by nature 
for opening the country up to aettlement. 
Fn-m the head of Observatory Inlet easy 
ft!oeB-! pan lit) had to the interior. It would 
bo a verj' prnoticablo plan to lay u line 
of rails from Aioyanish, a natural harbor, 
on the Nnsa river, via the west shore of 
Babinelake, to a junction with the Cana- 
dian Paoitic either at Kamloopa or Lytton, 
thus opening up the most valuable -ngri- 
cultural district in the province to civili- 
zation and development. Hu says "it 
does not need the spirit of a prophet to 
predict the future of such a splendid coun- 
try as lies between thia points indicated, 
given the advantai^ea of a commercial 
highway." The climate is reinarkiibly 
fine, the snow disappearing by the end of 
March and only rouppearinii in Noveiii-- 
ber, allowing a long open season for the 
husbandmen. While the climate ia severe 
lower down tho river, .where the mercury 
has been known to freeze, ia the land 
spoken of it is very different. Being east 
of the ouaat range it is not subject to the 
northerly galea as i.i the coast. Tina year 
the snow did not fall until December, and 
up to Janaary there had been only two 
really oold nights when the ineridury fell to 
zero.' •• - ■■■ ••' -•- 

The winter ia far less rifjocous than in 
most of the northern states of the union 
or in the eastern provinces of the Do- 
minion. The summer is very warm, the 
thermompter ranging between 90 ftod 97 
deijree?; in the shade, but tholong, bright, 
cool evenings ali'ord ample opportunity 
for getting field work dune without be- 
ini; e^cpesed to the noou'tide heat, Cat- 
tle would have to be housed during the 
winter months, so that fiirmera would 
have' to limit their stock to the quantity 
of foddoi they oould provide. According 
to the reports of the Indiatia there ia coal 
in the district, and there is little doubt 
that, if properly prospected, gold would 
be found.
